' Was  in  a great  measure  his  own  instructor  in  art,  though  he  owed  much  to  the 
kind  patronage  of  Dr.  Munroe.  In  1800  he  went  to  London,  where  he  resided, 
and  exhibited  at  the  Royal  Academy  in  1806,  when  he  returned  to  Norwich.  After 
various  journeys  in  Normandy,  and  a residence  of  some  years  in  Yarmouth,  he 
was,  in  1S34,  appointed  Professor  of  Drawing  in  King's  College  School  in  London, 
which  place  he  held  until  his  death.  Besides  his  painting,  he  executed  and  pub- 
lished miscellaneous  etchings  of  architectural  antiquities  of  different  parts  of  Eng- 
land. In  1817  he  went  to  France  and  collected  the  material  for  his  magnificent 
work,  Architectural  Antiquities  of  Normandy.”  Ten  water-color  drawings  by 
him  are  in  the  South  Kensington  Museum.

MULLER  (Wm.  James)  England 

Born  in  Bristol.  1812.  Died  in  London,  1845. 

English  landscape  and  figure  painter,  from  J.  B.  Pyne  he  received  primary 
instructions  in  painting,  and  in  1833  he  for  the  first  time  exhibited  at  the  Royal 
Academy,  his  picture,  being  •‘The  Destruction  of  the  Old  London  Bridge.” 
He  traveled  Germany,  Italy,  Switzerland,  Greece  and  Egypt,  enriching  his 
portfolio  with  a large  numebr  of  sketches  of  the  most  interesting  objects.  At 
his  early  death  all  his  sketches  were  sold,  and  the  amount  of  the  three  days’ 
sale  was  about  £4, 600.

DURER  (Albrecht) 

Born  in  Nuremberg,  May  21,  1471.  Died,  April  6,  1528. 

German  school  History  and  portrait  painter,  Albrecht  Durer  the  great  rep- 
resentive  artist  of  Germany,  was  of  Hungarian  descent.  Bryan  gives  an  extended 
notice  of  this  world  famed  artist  for  which  we  have  not  space  in  this  catalogue.  As 
an  etcher,  engraver  and  painter,  he  had  no  superior  in  his  day.  His  works  are  in 
all  the  principal  National  Galleries  in  Europe,  Luther  and  Melanethon,  were 
among  the  number  of  his  friends.  Melanethon  bears  testimony  to  his  rare  worth 
as  a man  by  saying  “ His  least  merit  was  his  art."’  In  creature,  richness  of  fancy, 
in  extension,  power  of  thought,  and  in  moral  energy  and  earnest  striving. 
Durer,  writes  Lubke,  must  be  called  the  first  of  all  German  Masters,  and  as 
regards  artistic  gift  need  fear  no  comparison  with  any  Master  in  the  World,  not 
even  with  Raphael  and  Michel  Angelo.

Born  at  Renalla,  near  Naples,  1615.  Died  in  Rome,  1673. 

This  justly  celebrated  artist  had  a most  checquered  life.  Educated  for  the 
church,  but  his  impetuous  character  and  temperament  brought  him  into  great 
trouble,  and  had  to  leave  college  before  his  education  was  completed.  He  then 
joined  himself  to  a body  of  banditti.  To  this  may  be  traced  several  of  his  robber 
pictures  which  so  especially  distinguished  this  artist.  Lanfranco  found  him  one 
day  offering  one  of  his  pictures  on  the  street  for  sale  and  was  so  struck  with  it 
that  he  bought  it  and  afterwards  assisted  him  in  his  profession.  After  various 
vicissitudes  we  find  him  in  Rome,  and  not  meeting  with  the  success  he  looked  for 
he  threw  aside  his  palette  and  came  forth  as  a poet,  singer  and  actor,  and  found 
all  Rome  at  his  feet.  After  this  outburst  he  applied  himself  with  increasing 
success  to  painting.  A great  number  of  his  paintings  are  in  the  principal  galleries 
in  Europe.

At  four  he  was  surprised  at  work 
in  the  parental  studio  by  Benjamin  West,  when  his  father  sent  him  off  with  a kick 
and  the  remark  that  he  would  either  be  hanged  or  a genius.  At  ten  he  had 
mastered  the  anatomy  of  mice  and  other  small  animals  At  twelve  he  modeled 
ships.

Landscape  Painter.  Studied  under  Crome  for  three  years  and  then  went  to 
London,  where  he  entered  the  Royal  Academy  in  1817.  His  first  work  was 
'*  Boys  Bathing/’  After  a time  a powerful  affliction  compelled  him  to  return  to 
Norwich,  where  he  had  to  abandon  painting.  As  he  recovered  health  he  began 
to  take  part  in  the  exhibition  of  the  Norwich  Society  of  Artists,  of  which  he  had 
been  elected  a member  as  early  as  1812.  He  was  also  a frequent  exhibitor  at  the 
Royal  Academy  and  British  Institute,  where  in  181S  he  won  a premium  of  fifty 
pounds.  In  1827  he  began  the  publication  of  his  Scenery  of  the  River  Yare, 
Waveney  & Bare.  Moved  again  to  London,  where  he  died  in  Mornington  Place, 
Regent’s  Park,  March  24th,  1859.  “ The  Valley  of  Yare,”  perhaps  his  master- 

piece, is  in  the  National  Gallery,  London.  He  is  also  represented  in  the  Scotch

FORTUNY  (Y.  Carbo  Mariano) 

Born  at  Hens,  in  Catalonia,  June,  1838  ; died  in  Rome,  No.v,  1874. 

Genre  painter,  pupil  of  Pal  an,  of  Claudio  Loren  zalez,  and  of  the 
Barcelona  Academy,  where  he  won  the  Prix  de  Rome  in  1856.  At 
Rome,  which  became  thenceforth  his  principal  residence,  he  studied 
Raphael,  and  made  sketches  of  Roman  life.  In  1859  he  was  sent  to 
Morocco  by  the  Government  to  paint  the  incident  of  General  Prim’s 
campaign,  and  during  this  and  a second  visit  painted  a large  picture  of 
Tetuan,  besides  making  many  sketches  of  Moorish  life.  In  1866  he 
went  to  Paris,  where  he  spent  one  year,  then  to  Madrid,  where  he 
studied  the  works  of  Velasquez,  Ribera  and  Goya.  His  vigorous  and 
original  style,  correct  drawing  and  color,  gained  a great  reputation, 
and  the  auction  sale  of  the  contents  of  his  studio  after  his  death  brought 
$160,000.

“The  painter  of  Normandy  Scenes,”  Pelouse  wins  all 
suffrages  for  his  talent,  which  produces  charming  landscape  with  trees 
of  great  accuracy  of  drawing.  After  giving  much  time  to  the  Chevreuse 
ValL  y,  which  competes  with  Barbeson  for  painters  favor,  he  developes 
a devotion  for  Brittany.  The  London  Illustrated  News  in  giving  por- 
traits of  a few  leading  French  artists  thus  writes  of  Pelouse.  Born  at 
Pierrelaye  in  1839.  He  manifested  as  a youth  a taste  for  art,  but  his 
family  believing  only  in  commerce,  placed  him  in  a business  house,  for 
which  he  traveled  several  years.  At  twenty-seven  he  quitted  the  road 
and  threw  himself  into  art.  After  some  struggles  he  went  to  live  at 
Cernaj".  Here  soon  after  the  “ Warhigeneus”  was  discovered  by  the 
dealers  and  Pelouse  no  longer  wanted  means  to  work  with  serenity  and 
confidence.  He  took  his  place  by  leaps  and  was  soon  found  in  the  fore- 
itfost  rank  of  French  landscape  painters.  He  died  in  1891  and  has  two 
pictures  in  the  Luxembourg.

Born  in  Lubeck,  1646.  Died  at  Twickenham,  1723. 

Dutch  school  portrait  painter.  Reputed  to  have  studied  under 
Rembrandt  and  Ferdinand  Bol.  in  Amsterdam;  and  in  Rome,  1672-4. 
under  Carlo  Maratti  and  Bernini.  After  traveling  through  Italy  and 
Germany,  lie  was  induced  to  go  to  England  in  1674,  and  received 
such  a flattering  reception  from  Charles  II.  that  he  determined  to 
remain  there.  After  the  death  of  Sir  Peter  Lely  he  was  made  Court 
Painter,  and  he  received  equal  favor  from  James  II.  William  II., 
who  knighted  him  in  1692,  Queen  Anne  and  George  I.,  who  made 
him  a baronet  in  1715.  The  National  Portrait  Gallery  contains  fifteen 
portraits  by  him.

Born  in  Paris,  1803.  Died,  at  Fontainebleau,  1860.

He  freed  himself  early  from  classical  principles  of  style  and  imita- 
tion of  the  antique  and  formed  himself  through  the  study  of  nature, 
and  his  name  was  soon  counted  with  those  of  Ingres,  Delacroix  and 
Delaroche  as  a leader  of  the  modern  romantic  French  school.  In 
1827  he  accompanied  the  marine  painter  Garneray  to  Greece,  Con- 
stantinople and  Asia  Minor,  and  conceived  a lasting  predilection  for 
Oriental  subjects,  which  he  trea  ed  with  consummate  skill  and  power.

The  stray  bent  of  his  nature,  however,  prevailed  and  he  became

R.  R.  Reinagle.  Elected  A.  R.  A.  in  1819  and  full  Royal  Academian  in 
1829.  So  much  has  been  written  of  this  great  painter  that  it  is  needless 
to  speak  at  length  here.

Born  at  Cults  in  Fifeshire,  November  18,  1785.  Died  in  Bay  of 
Gibraltar  June  1, 1841. 

Wilkie’s  life  and  art  tendencies  from  a child  up  is  most  inter- 
esting reading.  As  soon  as  he  could  crawl  he  began  to  evince  a bent 
towards  art.  He  could  draw  after  a fashion  before  he  could  read  or 
talk  distinctly.  At  his  first  village  school  he  used  to  make  portraits 
of  his  companions,  receiving  pay  in  marbles,  pencils,  etc.  Almost 
the  first  money  he  received  was  early  in  his  teens,  being  a prize  of 
ten  pounds  for  a sketch  of  “ Diana  and  Calisto.”  From  this  he  made 
lapid  and  steady  progress.  The  first  picture  that  brought  him  into 
public  note  and  favor  was  the  “Village  Politician,”  purchased  by 
Lord  Mansfield  for  the  insignificant  sum  of  thirty  guineas.  Then 
followed  ‘ The  Rent  Day,”  painted  for  Lord  Mulgrave,  who  sent  him 
three  times  the  price  agreed  upon.  This  picture  was  afterwards  sold 
about  180G  for  £2,000.  Wilkie  is  represented  in  the  National  Gallery, 
London,  by  ten  paintings,  and  in  numerous  other  public  and  private 
collections.
